Afraid of Allies' Diplomats. 


A belated dispatch from Berlin gives 


as the reason for the refusal of the 
Germans to consider Stockholm a place 
where peace might be advantageously 
discussed, the fear that British, French 
and American diplomats in tho Swed- 
ish capital would by intrigue render 
all endeavors futile. 


Dispatches from Berlin indicate that 


although the Reichstag parties in the 
main are supporting the government, 
considerable political unrest is preva- 
lent and that strong efforts are being 
made to hold the socialists in line.

acterizes the^situation as extraordinar- 
ily serious.

Succinct Points of War Aims. 


David Lloyd George, 
the 
British 


premier, in an epoch-making speech 
delivered Saturday, at what he declar- 
ed to be the most critical hour of the 
war, laid Great Britain's war aims bc~ 
fore tho world both more broadly and 
more specifically than they have ever 
before been formulated. 


A just and lasting peace was the 


British aim, the Premier reiterated, 
and this, he declared, must be achiev- 
ed: 


1. By the re-establishment of the 


sanctity of treaties.

'J. Tho limitation of armaments car- 


ried out by the creation of an inter- 
national organization. 


Great Britain was prepared to make 


oven greater 
sacrilices in. achieving 


these ends, ho declared. 


In effect, tho speech was a reply to 


and a rejection of the German peace 
terms as voiced by ,the spokesman for 
tho central powers at the Brest-Li- 
tovsk conference. 
No lasting peace 


was possible on this basis, he asserted.

notice of the orders issued by the State 
Fuel administrator relative to restric- 
tion of commercial and street lighting 
and to the formal application which 
must 
be 
made 
before 
coal 
for 


domestic, 
manufacturing 
or 
other 


purposes can 
be supplied. 
These 


regulations 
are 
in 
full 
opera- 


tion and they will bo enforced not 
only in Now York city and other 
large municipalities but everywhere 
throughtout tho state. 


As la noted in the news article re- 


ferred to. there is no need for any 
one to become unduly concerned over 
the situation. There is coal enough 
being mined and shipped to supply 
any legitimate need of the country 
and the requirements for carrying on 
the war^but there Is none to waste. 
Every pound will be needed, but at 
the same time there will bo enough 
BO that with Judicious use there will 
be no suffering on the yart of any- 
body. 


In fact, the regulations which have 


been made do not to any notable 
oxtent interfere with the comfort of 
anybody. There Is no talk of restrict- 
ing fuel for tho hornea, none of re- 
stricting light or heat for business 
places during the hours of business, no 
curtailing of either for manufacturers 
—though this would naturally be the 
last thing to be done. 
So, after all 


there is no real shortage. 
Should 


there be one the physical evidences 
would be closing of Tlacea of public 
assemblage, and tho bringing together 
of families under one roof. There is 
no talk of these things, and so there 
Is no reason to fear actual privation. 
The condition of tho past week was 
duo almost entirely to a cold wave 
so severe that locomotives could not 
steam, thereby reducing by nearly one 
half the amount of coald which could 
bo hauled. Now that the weather has 
hccorno more favorable coal will no 
'doubt arrive in larger quantities and 
the public worry will abate. 


"While tho present condition has occa- 


sioned some annoyance, there is no 
reason for uneasiness. There is no 
reason to believe that there will not 
be coal enough for everybody. 
Still 


It Is the duty of every citizen to con- 
serve the supply as much as possible. 
All the coal which can be mined and 
marketed will be needed to help on 
the war, and ho is not in fullest sensp 
e. patriot who does not save every 
bushel or shovel full possible. To do 
this and keep a stout heart and not to 
worry are tho flrst duties of citizenship 
as applied to the coal situation.

Questions have been ou-jphed to all 
Oneonta dealers by direction of Local 
Fuel Administrator R. C. Briggs, and 
they must be filled out, certified^and 
signed before orders can be accepted 
and fllled. 


There are three things which the 


fuel 
administrator 
very 
properly 


wishes to have emphasized in connec- 
tion with the above orders. One is 
that it is the patriotic duty of every 
citizen to use as little coal as possible. 
This does not mean that anyone should 
be uncomfortable, but rt.ther that no 
more rooms should he heatad than is 
necessary, and that at night, and in 
the daytime -when certain rooms are 
not "n use, the fire should be reduced. 
'Save that extra shovelfull" is a motto 
which all should have in mind. 


A .second is that there need not be 


any uneasiness regarding coal if the 


j supply is properly safeguarded 
The 


dealers have contracts entirely ade- 
quate to supply the city. 
The only 


trouble is in delivery, and this will be 
overcome if everybody is patient. Or. 
der only so much as is needed for 
present consumption. 
Don't fret or 


worry. 
Have confidence in conditions 


and faith that the dealers will look o t 
for you—and they doubtless will. 


The third thing is that the order is 


not optional on the part of the local 
fuel administrator. 
It is mandatory 


on the part of the state fuel adminis- 
tration and its rules must be strictly 
obeyed. Bear these things in mind, 
therefore, be patient if coal does not 
come as promptly as you wish and re- 
member that the dealers tvill do the 
square thing and the best they can for 
everybody. It is a difficult task which 
they and the fuel administrator have 
to do, and they deserve sympathy, 
rather than reproaches. 


"What State Administrator Says. 
In this connection Albert H. Wiggle, 


the New York state fuel administrator, 
in a letter to all county administrators 
says: 


"Very sorry not to be able to comply 


with request for eliminating the use 
of Form D (the one quoted above) in 
your county. We are insisting on 
all county administrators seeing to'it 
that dealers before selling a pound 
of^Koal—either hard or soft, for do- 
mestic or other purposes, have this 
form filled out and satisfy themselves 
that statements conlaine' therein are 
true. 


"County administrators should hold 


the dealers strictly accountable for 
furnishing coal to persons who have 
more than the local a\ erase supply 
on hand. Coal dealers should bring to 
your attention cases of requests for 
delivery of coal where 8 considerable 
stock is now on hand, and if you dis- 
cover that coal has been delivered 
through false statements 
made on 


Form D you should immediately pro- 
hibit any dealer delivering more coal 
in this case except on direct and spe- 
cific orders from you." 


Less Commercial Lighting. 


In order to cut down the amount of 


coal used for certain commercial pur- 
poses, thereby releasing more for in- 
dustrial use and for ovr allies, tho 
state food administrator has directed 
that on all nights except Saturday, 
signs of all kinds, including merchant 
signs, signs for theatres and other 
places of entertalnmeir, display signs, 
lighting on buildings and elsewhere, 
hotel and advertising signs be discon- 
tinued completely. Stores, offices and 
commercial buildings i ot open for 
business must use no iio^e lights than 
absolutely necessary for safety, cluster 
lights and illuminatlors cenerally must 
be reduced to only ~> mach light as 
is necessary for safety and no more 
out-door lighting shall be used than is 
absolutely necessary. 


No person or company furnishing or 


using electricity or gas shall use any 
coal, oil or other fuel for supplying 
the same except subject to the abov* 
restrictions and conditions. 


Coal Talks inr tlic Churches. 


In all tho churches of Oneonta there 


were talks on the coal situation yes- | 
terday morning by laymen conversant ' 
with affairs and able to give valuable I 
advice and suggestions. 
The result | 


was a good one. In each case the | 
program of the fuel administrator was 
carefully explained and its relation to 
conditions in the city definitely 
set 


forth; and as a. result great good was 
unquestionably accomplished in allay- 
ing any uneasiness or correcting any 
misapprehension which might exist. 


ins the state in this zone, have arriv- 
ed in the city to register the boys.

in

therewith. 
A record may be made 


good or bad. That remains with the 
induidual. 
He has the making, but 


the keeping, for such use as the pro- 
per authorities may determine, is in 
other hands. 
The census 
rolls and 


school records reveal age and location 
of the young- men subject to the law, 
and they are consequently knoivn. The 
seeking to evade, except by legitimate 
means, is not looked upon as honor- 
able. The application of the law has 
been generous and considerate, the 
commissioners having faith and con- 
fidence in the young men o£ the state, 
will reluctantly ha\e the records show 
delinquency, but this cannot be pre- 
vented if there is persistence in the 
ff.ilure to enroll and attend at provid- 
ed formations made for instruction."
